County Orders 


Emergency 


Shelters Stocked With 
‘Food By Civil Detense 


County Commissioners this week 
authorized Civil Defense Director 
Co. Ellis F. Altman to proceed with 
identifying and stocking °fallout 
shelters throughout Palm Beach 
County in case of a national emer- 
gency. 

Altman told the board cost of the 
program was included in the na- 
tional budget allotted last week oy 
President Kennedy. The county's 
program would cost local taxpay- 
ers nothing, he said. He also sub- 
mitted a detailed report of CD's 
educational program which is 


sponsored and paid for by the state 
Board of Education.’ 

Revealed in the report: 54 Civil 
Defense classes are now being 
conducted by the state board in 
Palm Beach County; 546 persons 
have graduated from these courses 
including 128 law enforcement of- 
ficers who studied radiological in- 
struments; 31 privately-owned 
fallout shelters are under construc- 


tion; and 81 homes have been sur- 


veyed as to their adaptability to 
providing fallout shelter. 

In other business the commis- 
sion learned from County Agent 
M. U. (Red) Mounts that Asst. 


_ County Agent John Causey has 


been made an Associate County 
Agent.’ Mounts pointed out that 
Causey is now one of seven associ- 
ate agents in the state. Mounts 
said that Causey had been an as- 
sistant agent for 12 years in Flor- 
ida and.commended him for his 
outstanding work in Palm Beach 
County. 

The board also hear County Atty. 
Harry A. Johnston recite parts of 
a new law which places the issuing 
of fireworks permits under the 
commission rather than under the 
sheriff for areas outside of mu- 
nicipalities. 

Condemnation of certain right- 
of-way for U. S. 1 in Hypoluxo 
not yet obtained by the county was 
ordered this week by the County 
Commision. Board ‘members said 
that the State Road Dept. was go- 
ing to let a contract for the four- 
laning project but indicated the 
entire project might be cancelled if 
all the right-of-way was not ob- 
tained immediately. 

Commissioner Lake Lytal said 
that the town had abandoned a 
certain cove at the north end of 
its limits.to the adjoining property 
owners in order to prevent use of 
the land for U. S. 1 He added that 
the town also has refused to grant 
drainage easements for the outfall 
system along streets leading to the 
cove. 

The commission authorized con- 
demnation to prevent possible can- 
cellation of the project from the 
SRD’s list of priority jobs.

Tax Roll Handed To 
County Commission 


Coùnty Tax Assessor Edgar W. 
Maxwell presented his final ver- 
sion of the Palm Beach County tax 
roll this week to the County Com- 
mission. The total taxable valua., 
tion is $850,059,569, about two mil- 
lion dollars less than anticipated 
earlier by him. 

Maxwell said the reduction came 
about through an overall reduction 
of four million, dollars in the as- 
sessments on railroad and tele- 
graph property. About half of this, 
however, was made up in equaliz- 
ing other properties on the rolll, 
Maxwell, added.

FORT LAUDERDALE — Doyle 
Conner, Florida's Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, says he is negotiating to 
make sugar growing a “major in- 
dustry” of the state. 

Addressing the eighth annual 


Florida Farm Labor Conference, 
Conner said the plan is to fill part 
of the “sugar gap“ which was open- 
ed when Cuba's sugar quota was 
taken away by President Eisen- 
hower. He said the goal for Florida 


is to produce 500,000 tons of sugar i 


a year. The state produces only 
200,000 tons annually now. 

Conner urged all Florida farm- 
ers to go into the sugar-growing 
business and he noted that the 
state’s biggest producer, U. S. 
Sugar Corporation of Clewiston, 
has a big expansion plan already 
underway.

‘first step in a’ giant construction 
program to widen and deepen the 
Caloosahatchee for 52.8 miles be- 
tween Fort Myers and Lake Okee- 
chobee. The first step includes 
dredging of an eight-mile stretch 
from Beantiful Island, near Fort 
Myers, to Olga Bridge. A contract 
for $1,783,000 for this work was 
awarded to Great Lakes Dredgiig 
Company. 

The overall project will include 
construction of a new spillway in 
the River some ten miles above 
Fort Myers. This structure will be 
equipped with a lock designed to 
maintain existing navigation dep- 
th. The-spillway at Ortona, ten 


miles downstream from Lake Okee- 


chobee, will be modified and a new 
spillway will be constructed at 
Moore Haven on the Lake. No im- 
provements or changes will be 
made to the existing locks at Or- 
tona and Moore Haven. 

The total project will be dis- 
cussed by the FCD Board with cit- 
izens at a public meeting July 27th 
at LaBelle. 

Mr Horner emphasized that im- 
provement of the Caloosahatchee 
is a major step in the Districc 
overall flood control program. 
However, it is not a navigation pro- 
ject, he said. 

Benefits from the Caloosahatchee 
project will include a reduction uf 
nearly 90 per cent in flood dam- 
agea with a resultant saving of 
apf ately a million dollars a 
year in the big river basin.

One Group Buys 
Moore Haven Land 


MOORE HAVEN — Approxi- 
mately 45 per cent of the total land 
area of Moore Haven, in the heart 
of Florida’s Everglades, has been 
purchased by an investment group 
and will be offered for resale. 

The property, all within the corp- 
orate limits of the city, was sold by 
The Keyes Company, Realtors, of 
Miami to an unnamed purchaser. 
Situated on Lake Okeechobee, 
Moore Haven is known as one of 
the country’s top fresh-water fish- 
ing spots and is a prime winter 
vegetable growing center.

mand for Florida vegetables will 


be stronger during the 1961-62 sea- 
son than for the; past season, ac- 
cording to the vegetable outlook 
committee of the Florida Agricul- 
tural Extension Service. 

The committee cautions, however 


that returns to growers will be 


greatly influenced by the quantity 
and quality of vegetables produced 
and the timeliness of production.

Acreage - Marketing Guides for 
Florida Vegetables, Extension Ser- 
vice specialists offer suggestons to 
help growers arrive at a planting.

Albert Fremd is one of the most 
active retired Glades farmers in 
Palm Beach County. His manicur- 
ed lawn, symmetrically trimmed 
hedges, everbearing fruit trees and 
flowers are proof of his activity.

formed a habit of keeping their 
home one to be,admired and since 
her death, he has kept is as before. 

Albert was the third child born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Carl Fremd in 
Mamaroneck, N. Y., Westchester 
County. His parents moved to Or- 
mond Beach in 1898, then to West 
Palm Beach in 1904. Here he grew 
up and received his education and 
in 1916 was married to Miss 
Blanche E. Braley of West Palm 
Beach. 

In 1921 they bought land in Ca- 
nal Point and built a house, on it, 
but their stay in the Everglades 
was short-lived at this early date, 
as a year later they were forced 
by high water to return to West 
Palm Beach, 

Between the years of 1922 and 
1933, Mr. and Mrs. Fremd and their 
three children, Byelyn, Irene and 
Harry, lived in West Palm Beach. 
He made his livelihood by working 
as paymaster on the highway con- 
struction and as boat operator for 
W. P. Connors; algo as engineer 
of a pleasure boat for Harris and 
Hamniond and Kenneth. G. Smith, 
président of the Pepsodent Tooth 
Paste Company. During this time, 
his brother-in-law, O. V. (Pete) 
Braley, lived out in the Glades and 
kept the farm going. 

In 1933, Albert left his family 
in town while he and Pete “batch- 
ed“ and farmed the Canal Point 
muck land, grooming it into a de- 
sirable place for his family and in

1939 the family again moved to Ca- 
nal Point. Both girls had com- 
pleted their education in West 
Palm Beach public schools and had 
attended college thexe and in Tal- 
lahassee.

I don't know whether anyone has 
ever made a reliable estimate of 
the total value of all of the trade 
marks to be seen in America today:

|of millions of dollars.

Thè average owner of a trade 
| mark has adopted it for his goods 
or service because he has pride in 
its quality — and he wants the 
world to know about it. The longer 
ne stays in business, the larger it 
grows, and the more of his product 
or service he sells, the greater de- 
comes the value of his trade mark. 

The growth of a business under; 
its, trade mark implies increasing 
public confidence in that product 
or service. “Product identity“ is a! 
phrase widely used to describe the 
purpose of a trade mark, and it is 
that identity that American indust- 
ry spends millions’ and millions of 
dollars to establish firmly in the 
public mind. 

Basic to the start of establishing 
product identity is the quality of 
the goods or service it is to rep- 
resent. The trade mark is used to 
let the buyer see at a glance that 
he is getting the same high stand-| 
ard of quality he has been led to ex- | 
pect from (1) his previous exper- 
ience with that goods or service ur 
(2) which various media of infor- 
mation (such as publications, radio 
or TV) have brought to his atten- 
tion.

It must be puzzling to many 
Floridians, therefore, as to why 
Georgia insists now that it wants 
All individual labeling of poultry 
abandoned. Have they lost confi- 
dence in the quality of their pro- 
duct? I don’t think so, But I do 
think they have lost sight of the 
value of a priceless asset which 
they have, knowingly or not, been 
building for themselves in recent 
years.

Incidentally, I'd like to set al 
rest a misunderstanding among 
some Georgia officials who say that 
our State law does Not require in- 
dividual tagging or labeling of 

fresh poultry sold in Florida. 

The Florida, Poultry Law (chap- 
ter 583, Florida Statutes, 1957) 
states: It is unlawful for any deal- 
er or broker to sell, offer for sale, 
or hold for the purpose of sale in 
the state of Florida any slaughter- 
ed poultry without clearly imprint- | 
ing thereon or attaching thereto| 
a label or tag 

I don’t believe that wording is 
subject to any interpretation other 
than that the label or tag must be 
on the fowl..
